IF YOU THINK IT’S TOO EARLY FOR 
A BIG BILL, YOU’RE NOT ALONE

Peter O’Toole would rather go hungry than drop big bucks 
on brunch. 

“My budget is tight, so I’m really not into places where 
my bill is in the double-digits,” said O’Toole, 27, an engi- 
neer from Wicker Park. “You think of breakfast food as 
simple, and so I think it’s highway robbery when places 
charge so much for it.” 

Many diners want a casual, leisurely weekend meal, 
with prices to match. But more brunch menus in Chicago 
are coming with surprises, such as a $20 three-egg omelet 
at Cafe des Architectes, $15 eggs Benedict at Lockwood 
Restaurant in the Loop and eggs New Orleans for $16 at 
Big Jones in Andersonville. 

Brunchers such as Mimi Clark say they can be satisfied 
for less. “You can’t beat a good no-frills brunch with filling 
food for a great price,” said Clark, 26, who works in public 
relations and lives in Ravenswood. “It’s nice that you don’t 
have to get dressed up and make a ‘thing’ out of it. I’d rath- 
er save my money and go out for a more upscale dinner.” 

Despite the seeming explosion of high-priced brunch- 
es in Chicago, restaurant industry experts say there are 
many consumers like O’Toole and Clark who won’t pay 
big bucks for eggs. 

“{Brunch is] a pretty expendable thing that a lot of 
people can make on their own,” said Eric Giandelone, di- 
rector of food-service research at Chicago-based Mintel 
Group. 

But for restaurants, there’s a profit incentive to keep 
the customers coming back for the first meal of the day 

Felippajanik, owner ofjanik’s Cafe in Ukrainian Village, 
says eggs and other breakfast staples such as pancakes are 
cheap, which is why she’s able to keep prices under $10. 
But it still surprises her that restaurants are pushing sky- 
high brunch prices given the slumping economy 

“Maybe [not overcharging] people is stupid on my part, 
but the restaurant is always crowded, and breakfast is a 
great business,” she said. 

Statistics show there’s nothing dumb about Janik’s 
strategy During the past five years, the morning meal 
has accounted for 60 percent of the restaurant industry’s 
growth, a trend that’s expected to continue during the 
next decade, according to research company NPD Group. 

And brunchers like Clark have no plans to start pay- 
ing high prices, especially for food that doesn’t live up to 
its billing. “Overall, it’s the food that matters,” she said. 
“Brunch should be a pretty casual experience.”

Thom Yorke jerks around in the video for “Lotus 
Flower,” the first single from Radiohead’s eighth 
studio album, “The King of Limbs,” like someone 
only just discovering that the body’s job is to move. 
Tbrke shakes, wobbles and nearly drools to the 
song’s needling dance beat, sometimes elegantly 
loosening up, only to shake back into awkward- 
ness. 

The singer’s moves and bowler hat recall the 
comedians of the silent film era, when onscreen 
human motion still seemed artificial, almost sur- 
real. It’s a typical Radio head moment, a visceral 
expression of the struggle to stay fully human in a 
world both enhanced and corrupted by technology 

Yet it’s new, too, mostly because of the music 
behind Tbrke, and specifically the sound com- 
ing out of him: His falsetto has never sounded 
this relaxed, as he sings about dancing, the joy of 
releasing energy, “just to see what gives.” 


A strong emphasis on ambient electronics con- 
nects this set to the more experimental strain of 
Radiohead music such as 2000 album “Kid A.” 
Jonny Greenwood keeps the guitar grandiosity to 
a minimum, letting the rhythm section of Colin 
Greenwood and Phil Selway take the lead in the 
music’s dances with machines. “Feral” is an up- 
tempo dirge, if that can exist; “Separator” relies on 
an intricate build that touches on jazz and ’70s soul. 

The second half of this eight-song release 
includes some meditative ballads that lend the 
whole project a cakn, wistful tone. But even in 
“Codex,” the sensual power of these songs tempers 
Radiohead’s frownybrainiac tendencies. 

The music’s enveloping resonance colors "Vbrke’s 
lyrics; even when they go morbid, they seem less 
concerned with demons than with ghosts. “Open 
yotxr mouth wide,” he sings in “Bloom.” “Don’t 
blow your mind with why” No harm, it turns out, 
in sometimes letting the bones (or once in a while, 
the booty) lead.

cooks up Belgian fare in the form of, like 
most new restaurants these days, small plates. 
Smoked rabbit with mustard spaetzle ($i6) 
has quickly become a Leopold signature, and 
we can see why: It’s so comforting that we’d 
want the whole plate to ourselves next time. Plump mussels swim in 
a subtle broth of curry white wine and cream, served with fries that, 
though not the most addictive we’ve had in town, are golden and 
crispy After grazing our way through more dishes — steak tartare, 
Brussels sprouts with bacon, tender braised short ribs, sausage pou- 
tine— we found ourselves with no room left for dessert. 



The drinks: Servers are eager to make recommendations from the 
solid beer and wine list, and we loved sipping one of the four house 
cocktails, the Vim and Vigor ($io), made with Flemish red ale, 
orange liqueur and apple whiskey from Leopold Bros., a small-batch 
Colorado distillery that shares a name but no other relation to the 
restaurant. And though we didn’t take Leopold for much of a cocktail 
bar, the bartender gracefully answered our friend’s request for an off- 
menu tequila drink with a smoky citrusy mezcal-based concoction. 

Bottom line: Leopold is a lovely lively addition to Chicago Avenue’s 
ever-growing bar and restaurant strip.

Film not quite close 
enough to Cooper 


For many years, jazz singer/scat- 
man extraordinaire Ron Cooper 
was a figure in Chicago jazz, 
performing at the Green Mill and 
influencing local staples such as 
Von Freeman and Fareed Haque 
(both of whom appear in this doc- 
umentary shot from ’o5-’o7). The 
film captures Cooper’s incredible 
voice during performances at 
spots including the platform of 
the Blue Line, the train on which 
the homeless talent, who also 
struggled with alcoholism, spent 
many years sleeping before his 
death in 2007. 

The verdict: The film doesn’t 
get as close to its subject as it 
could have; too often friends and 
bandmates are speculating about 
information Grove should have 
gotten directly from Cooper, 
whose past largely remains 
foggy His personality, however. 


couldn’t be stronger, whether 
he’s chuckling about summa- 
rizing the price of an album as 
“$i per tune” or claiming that 
author Anne Rice is so good she 
can make you start believing 
in vampires. Cooper’s voice is 
his gift, and “If Fm Not Home” 
establishes a painful contrast 
between the irresistible gravi- 
tational pull of artistic talent 
and the way so many people shy 
away from the homeless. This 
is also, to an extent, the story 
of an overlooked figure from a 
forgotten era, in which jazz was 
practically synonymous with 
substance abuse. Constantly 
embraced and rejected. Cooper 
comes off as a people person, full 
of pride and regret, who didn’t 
realize stardom wasn’t going to 
make the first move until it was 
too late.
